No one knew this better than Louise Johnson as she 
watched efforts of the American Cyanamid Company to lo- 
cate administrative offices in another city, Alpine, New 
Jersey. For months Alpine’s residents were in a turmoil, 
despite assurances that there would be no industrial opera- 
tions. So divided was the town that the company gave up. 














Anticipating this possibility, Miss Johnson sat down one 
evening last spring and wrote what proved to be one of the 
most important letters American Cyanamid had ever re- 
ceived. It said, in part: 

“In case the going gets too rough in Alpine, you might 
like to look at plant sites in Wayne Township. ...

In another attack, Dr. William A.

University asserted that because 
it lacked information on the num- 
ber of students involved and their 
sex, the Rexburg study ‘“‘was not 
the kind of information on which 
to base conclusions of any kind.” 

In some respects the critics were 
right. The studies were not very 
good research. They compressed 
a complex subject into a single 
statistic. But in one respect the 
studies had performed a valid serv- 
ice: They National 
Education Association to an in- 
quiry of what was going on. 

Early this year, when editors of 
the Association’s Journal called 
upon secondary-school specialists 
at the NEA building in Washing- 
ton, the specialists were unanimous 
in their recommendation: Find 
out what's behind the cars-and- 
grades controversy.

L, must be emphasized that not 
every high school junior who buys 
a car suddenly takes a scholastic 
nose-dive. ‘“‘In any group,” says 
James A. Malfetti, a Columbia 
University psychology _ professor 
who has trained teachers of driver 
education for the last 16 years, 
‘there are some whose grades will 
not be affected by owning or driv- 
ing an automobile. This group 
sees the automobile as transporta- 
tion; its members are finding satis- 
faction in school. There’s another 
segment of the group that gets satis- 
faction through a car for every- 
thing they’re not getting elsewhere. 
Those who spend a disproportion- 
ate amount of time with cars do so 
because they find a lack of satis- 
faction in the curriculum. If they 
didn’t have the automobile they 
would find something else—like 
the kid who used to use his horse 
for the same reasons.” 

In between these extremes, says 
Professor Malfetti, is the great body 
of students. Malleable, impression- 
able, anxious to explore the fringes 
of adulthood, these students can 
be adversely affected by tempta- 
tion. They can, and too often do, 
enact the sorry story of Jim Smith. 

What mesmerizing force exists in 
an automobile to make it such an 
attractive menace? Young people,

j vom 30 or 40 years ago when 
a young man went out with a girl, 
people saw him take her to the 
movies, then to the ice cream par- 
lor, and then home, where, if they 
wished, they could usually see 
whether he succeeded in kissing 
her goodnight. The automobile 
has changed all this. Within min- 
utes today, two young people in a 
car can be outside the supervision 
of the community.” 

Here is the key to why so many 
teen-agers, especially those closely 
supervised at home, incessantly 
nag their parents for permission 
to obtain a driver’s license the 
moment they reach the age of eli- 
gibility 

What happens next pretty much 
depends on who’s in the driver’s 
seat and where he’s headed. If he 
is the son of well-to-do parents and 
is headed for college, he is not go- 
ing to let an automobile stop him 
In two wealthy communities of 
Fairfield County, Connecticut 
Darien and New Canaan—the 
high school principals report that 
cars don’t hinder studies, even 
though many of the students own 
cars and occasionally use them to 
disturb the peace. In_ near-by 
Stamford, a prosperous town of 
merchants and commuters, more 
students are driving to school than 
ever before—but more are enter- 
ing college following high school 
graduation, too. A quarter of the 
top students in Tenafly, New Jer- 
sey, another well-to-do communi- 
tv. drive cars to school, the NEA 
Journal found in its canvass. 

‘Students in these towns are 
given cars and money to support 
them”; the Journal said, ‘‘they 
need not work part time or more 
for the privilege of driving.”

Certainly one of the first con- 
siderations a parent must make in 
determining whether his child 
shall have a car is whether the 
child—or the parent—can afford 
one. Even assuming that the 
youngster buys a used car, if is pos- 
thle that it will cost him as much each 
year as it would to attend a good college. 

No two cars cost the same, nor 
do all motorists buy the same serv- 
ices. But the American Automo- 
bile Association cites a standard 
system of allowances used by 200 
clients of Runsheimer and Com- 
pany, a Chicago research firm. 
According to this system, the in- 
surance, license, registration, and 
depreciation costs. for a 1958 pop- 
ular make, eight-cyclinder, four- 
door sedan come to $2.19 a day. 
Variable costs—gas, oil, mainte- 
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nance, and tires—come to 3.99 
cents per mile. If this car is driven 
10,000 miles a year, the total cost 
is approximately $1,200. 

Ihe largest single item in these 
calculations is depreciation 
$647.74—and it is certainly true 
that few young people will have a 
new car unless their parents can 
afford to give them one. But even 
where the car is an old one, the 
amount of insurance imposed upon 
youngsters—a penalty for causing 
$125 million in property damage 
and bodily injury last year—is so 
severe that the total expense still 
will be close to $1,000. In Brook- 
lyn, for example, where a married 
male over 25 pays $170 for the 
minimum insurance required by 
law, the unmarried male under 
25 pays $423.80/ In San Francisco, 
the unmarried male under 25 pays 
approximately $225 more than the 
average motorist; in Portland, 
Seattle, and in Chicago, almost 
$200 more

er everything, you 
might conclude that it would be 
best to discourage the use of cars 
or even ban them altogether. The 
high school in Danville, Indiana. 
has eliminated its drop-out prob- 
lem through a restrictive policy; 
many high schools and universities 
practice the total ban. But, by and 
large, thesé remedies seem highly 
unrealistic. This is a motorized 
society, and resentment is often 
the companion of frustration. Pro- 
fessor Malfetti puts it this way: “If 
you give the child as much leeway 
as you can when he’s growing up, 
he'll be better able to make de- 
cisions. As you honor his decisions, 
he will honor yours.”’ Driver edu- 
cation advocates have long main- 
tained, and with reason, that if we 
are ever to do anything about the 
mayhem that afflicts our highways, 
we must train drivers when they 
are supple enough to learn—in 
their impressionable high school 
years 

The ultimate decision, then, 
seems to revert to the home. It’s 
something each parent ought to 
decide, and Professor Malfetti sug- 
gests that these questions might 
help you reach a decision 

1. Can you generally trust your 
youngster’s judgment? 

2. Can you trust his ability to 
make decisions when you're not 
around? 

3. Has he shown ability to ap- 
portion his time wisely? 

4. Have his grades ever shown 
any marked change because of 
some other activity? Does he get 
so wrapped up in athletics, for in- 
stance, that he neglects school work 
or chores at home? 

Obviously, the answers to these 
questions will indicate whether you 
have a young adult in your house, 
or whether he’s still just a child. If 
he’s an adult, you can hopefully 
give him access to a car; if he’s a 
child, you can’t

At that point if you happened to be sitting next 
to him, you might begin to suspect that you were sitting next 
to some young scientific genius. And you would be absolute- 
ly right. Because the pleasant-looking young man is Richard 
L.. Garwin, one of the world’s outstanding experimental 
physicists. 

Garwin, a full-time research scientist for the International 
Business Machines Corporation, is also a professor at Co- 
lumbia University and a consultant for President Eisen- 
hower’s Scientific Advisory Committee. Thus his work 
keeps him immersed in the problems of industry, education, 
and government. At 31, he has already had an amazingly 
varied and fruitful scientific career. He has worked on the 
A-bomb and the H-bomb as well as the peaceful uses of both 
fission and fusion. He is involved in automation and space 
flight, in highly abstruse particle physics, and in down-to- 
earth industrial and military hardware. His inventive mind 
has roamed relentlessly over the entire realm of physics in a 
way that has brought him international renown. 


I. the scope of his achievements, Garwin represents at the 
same time an old tradition and a new trend. The tradition 
is that physics is a young man’s science. When Tsung Dao 
Lee, at 30, and Chen Ning Yang, at 35, won the 1957 
Nobel Prize with their bold proposal to overthrow the 
“parity principle,” they were operating in this tradition. 
So was Albert Einstein when he put forth his ‘‘special 
theory of relativity” at the age of 26. Discoveries by very 
young men virtually make up the history of physics. 

So much for the old tradition. The new trend—and one 
we can all be grateful for —is that the United States is at 
last producing a crop of home-grown scientific geniuses. 
Until very recently we were all too dependent upon foreign 
imports. Our rapid progress in nuclear physics would have 
been unthinkable without the fortunate presence among 
our immigrants of some of the leading lights of European 
men like Einstein, Fermi, Bethe, and Teller. And 
our first space programs had to be spearheaded by Ger- 
mans like Von Braun, Oberth, and Stuhlinger. 

But now, the United States is turning out young physicists 
like Richard P. Feynman and Murray Gell-Mann, both 
now at the California Institute of Technology—physicists 
who can hold their own with any in the world. What’s more, 
the United States is turning them out by the dozens. Look 
in any direction and you'll find the likes of Michigan’s 
Donald invented the bubble chamber, or 
Princeton’s Charles Misner, who went to Copenhagen to 
work on a unified field theory —the same quest that occu- 
pied Albert Einstein during the latter part of his career. 

Nor are all the young, up-and-coming crop of scientists 
big city boys with built-in Ivy League futures. Take George 
H. Ludwig, already recognized as a cosmic-ray expert even 
before getting his doctorate at the State University of Lowa. 
He has been on an Antarctic expedition, has helped launch 
the cosmic-ray “‘rockoons” (balloon-borne rockets) for the 
International Geophysical Year, and, as chief assistant to

his background is altogether dif- 
ferent. Born in a parsonage in 
Sharon, Iowa, Ludwig was raised 
on a 52-acre farm in near-by Tiffin, 
and got all his education—after a 
stretch in the Air Force—right in 
Iowa. 

Look in any part of the country 
these days, search any segment of 
the economy, scan any American 
environment, and you'll find a 
first-rate young physicist who has 
emerged from it. Where once an 
American physicist like J. Robert 
Oppenheimer had to go to Europe 
to get graduate training of suffi- 
cient caliber and prestige, today 
foreign physicists—like Lee and 
Yang—come to the United States 
for their advanced education 

‘There is hardly anyone luckier 
than a young American physicist 
these days,”’ says Dick Garwin. “‘l 
can’t think of a more exciting field 
to be in-—-or a more exciting time 
to be in it. We're trying to harness 
fusion and solar energy, and to de- 
velop new methods to generate 
electrical power We're beginning 
a vast program of space explora- 
tion. We regularly attain fantastic 
extremes of heat and cold where 
everything behaves. dillerently. 
Strange new sub-atomic particles 
keep showing up in cosmic-ray 
showers and in the big nuclear ac- 
celerators. A bewildering variety 
of new information keeps pouring 
in from all sides. 

**And there’s no theory that ade- 
quately accounts for much of it, 
nothing that ties it all together in a 
way that makes sense. So it’s all to 
be done right from scratch. What 
a challenge to a young mind! The 
situation practically eries out for a 
new Einstein. And when he arrives, 
he may very well be a young Amer- 
ican this time.”’

In another six months Dick was 
not only speaking complete sen- 
tences, but using them to explain 
to his startled aunt what the am- 
meter on the dashboard of the fam- 
ily car was for. By the time he 
reached kindergarten he was amus- 
ing himself by repairing the neigh- 
bors’ household appliances. 

Not everything Dick did as a 
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child was useful, however. At two, 
he successfully blew out the elec- 
trical circuits in the Garwins’ 
Cleveland home with the metal 
screw part of a hot water bottle 
At four, he filled the gas tank of 
the car with dirt and pebbles to 
see how the motor would react. At 
seven, in an experiment designed 
to use up all the leftover chemicals 
in his latest chemistry set, he pro- 
duced an explosion that splattered 
the walls and ceiling of the kitchen 
so thoroughly that his mother final- 
ly gave up the Herculean cleaning 
job and had the room repainted. 
Dick managed to escape injury 

Another close call occurred 
when he was a young teen-ager. 
He was mixing a batch of nitro- 
glycerine when he noticed the solu- 
tion begin to turn dangerously 
cloudy. Running into the empty 
lot behind the house, he flung the 
bucket as far as he could, then 
ducked for cover. The blast that 
followed left a crater nearly three 
feet deep. Again Dick was fortu- 
nately unscathed. 


A. home Garwin received maxi- 
mum encouragement for his scien- 
tific and technical leanings. His 
father was an electrical engineer 
who specialized in audio equip- 
ment and motion picture projec- 
tors. He always provided an attic 
or part of the garage which Dick 
and his younger brother. Eddie, 
who is now also a physicist, could 
use as a laboratory and workshop 

The two years Garwin courted 
his wife, Lois Levy, were so filled 
with other occupations that Dick’s 
friends wondered that he had time 
for courting at all. He was not only 
taking the accelerated course at 
Cleveland’s Case Institute of Tech- 
nology and getting record-break- 
ing grades, but he also found time 
for a number of inventions 

Several fellowships were offered 
to Dick on his graduation from 
Case at 19, but he chose to go to 
the University of Chicago on a 
Standard Oil of California fellow- 
ship to study under the great En- 
rico Fermi. Fermi instantly recog- 
nized Garwin’s budding talents. 
and they worked closely together 
from the beginning. 

While Dick and Lois moved from 
one cramped apartment to an- 
other in crowded postwar Chicago, 
Dick worked eagerly on his experi- 
ments with radioactive materials. 
and pursued his studies so enthusi- 
astically that he got his master’s de- 
gree at 20 and his doctorate at 21 
In his Ph.D. basic exams, he got 
the highest grade ever recorded at 
the University of Chicago—a de- 
manding institution noted for its 
plenitude of young geniuses. 

The physics department at the 
University of Chicago had a strict 
rule against hiring any of its own 
Ph.D’s as faculty members. But in 
Garwin’s case, Fermi vigorously 
urged that an exception be made 
So Garwin stayed on at Chicago 
for three more years—until late in

Hybrid teas, still the leading ladies of the 
rose show, are bush type roses that need 
pruning in the early spring. 

Plants grow tall and stately, bearing ex- 
quisite buds and flowers individually on a 
stem. You can get singles, semi- or full- 
doubles in almost any color you can name. 

Hybrid teas make wonderful accent 
plants for a doorway or corner planting. 
Use them in the border and for cutting. 


Floribundas, producing great clusters of 
flowers on a single stem, are fast becoming 
the most popular bush rose. 

Their hardiness, ever-blooming qualities, 
and compact habit of growth make them 
the ideal choice for colorful edgings, hedges, 
and delightful patio accents. 

Prune these plants to shape in the early 
spring, just after new growth starts. 


Climbing and trailing roses grow in im- 
portance and use as more climbing forms of 
the bush varieties are added to the list. 

Since they need support, use them for a 
handsome splash of summer color on a fence, 
wall, trellis, or pillar.

This one, fashioned into a long runner

fabrics found in your rag-bag. Or buy new 
fabrics to get the exact colors you want. 

The only equipment needed is scissors, 
needle or bodkin, and plenty of thread. 
The instruction sheet will supply you with 
detailed how-to information and ideas for 
creating other braided rug designs. 


@uilt a brightly colored coverlet —an old 
idea brought up to date with a Contem- 
porary design and color scheme. 

This quilt, called “Lazy Star,” was 
designed to be sewed entirely with a 
straight-needle sewing machine— from 
the piecing together of the blocks to the 
quilting.

Plenty of butter 
and a mixture of cinnamon and sugar form a spicy 
brown glaze over the grapefruit half while it broils. 

When grapefruit is hot clear through, cooked chicken 
liver is placed in the center, sprinkled lightly with 
sugar, and broiled a bit longer.

Too many husbands dismiss the Mrs. with ‘‘she 
doesn’t understand finances enough to bother 
explaining them.” 

Arch W. Troelstrup, head of the home and 
family division of Stephens College, said that 
the education of women on family life—finances, 
widowhood, disability of the husband—is al- 
most totally ignored in America.

And this fact gives as much pleas- 
ure to the dynamic flower mastet1 
as being handed the keys to the 
city! “A life without flowers and 
the knowledge to arrange them is 
a life full of poverty and distress,” 
he says politely but firmly. 


P i aa 

rofessor ‘Tsujii’s Saga School 
is now one of the top six in Japan 
and his followers are legion in 
other countries. His teachings em- 
phasize naturalism and simplicity 
in flower arranging, which is still 
considered radical viewpoint to 
more classically inclined schools. 

He was born in Osaka in 1882, 
the son of a poor farmer father. 
While delivering flowers and 
branches from the farm to the flor- 
ists in Osaka, he came into contact 
with teachers of various schools 
who patronized the shops. 

So intrigued was he with the 
work of these famous men, that he 
took a job with one of the florists 
while he studied with a leading 
classicist of the day—a teacher of 
the Misho-Goryu school. His ap- 
titude and application gained him 
his first certificate at the age of 13. 
At the age of 16, after continued 
study, he made his decision to earn 
his living as a flower arrangement 
teacher and began his career with 
only two pupils. 

Though the beginning was not 
auspicious, today his pupils num- 
ber in the thousands. An agile and 
spry oldster of 76, he conscientious- 
ly visits and teaches at the 80-odd 


branches of the Saga School, main- 
taining a whirlwind schedule. via 
plane, train, and bicycle (when 
other means of transportation fail) 
Through the years he’s managed 
to wear out many a voung and 
eager assistant. This jet-propelled 
program he intends to continue on 
his forthcoming American trip. 

In addition to lecturing at ma- 
jor department stores, Professor 
Psujii is looking forward to giving 
talks and demonstrations at clubs 
and civic organizations. “‘Not only 
for the pleasure of teaching,” he 
says. “but the opportunity to ex- 
periment with different varieties 
of flowers.”’ 

Diffident in manner, and small, 
even by Japanese standards, he 
sheds his shell of shyness when his 
fingers come in contact with flow- 
ers, touching them with the same 
cherishing care a painter would 
accord his materials. Then, as he 
works, each flower is put deftly in 
the perfect position. This ability 
to see the potential of flowers in 
one glance is characteristic of his 
creative skill.

LAST MONTH we outlined a highly 
successful animal training system. 
Now, in these step-by-step pictures, 
we show you how to use this method 


to teach your dog specific commands. 


Fetching. Attract the dog’s interest with the object to 
be fetched. While he is watching, throw it a short dis- 
tance and command him to “fetch.” 

If he goes after it, get him to bring the object to you 
by calling him. If he doesn’t understand, take him there 
and make him pick it up. Then return to your position 
and continue with command, whistle, and reward. 


Sitting. To encourage your dog to sit naturally, walk 
slowly toward him, holding the reward bowl above his 
head. If he doesn’t sit after a moment or two, push down 
gently but firmly on his hind quarters. 

As he bends his legs, say “sit.”” When his hind quarters 
touch the ground, sound the whistle (softly, so as not to 
startle him) and reward him with food. 


Lying down. Start with the dog in the sitting 
position. Grasp his front paws and gently pull his 
legs out in front of him. As he goes down, com- 
mand “down.” After he learns, you can make him 
lie down at a considerable distance from you,

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Sitting up. Have the dog sit down, and, holding the 
reward bowl over his head, command “sit up.”

can egret in the swamp. He raised 
them in captivity, and when they 
reached maturity, he released 
them— but they stayed on!

The older egrets seek their food 
in the marshes surrounding the 
island. leaving the lake to the 
young birds. People come from all 
over the world to watch the mature 
egrets as thev return to the island 
late in the afternoon. A special 
deck is built out over the lake for 
visitors. 

The birds arrive in small flocks. 
circling the lake. then with their 
wings rigidly set and their white 
feathers shining in the sun, they 
glide gracefully down to the plat- 
forms.

Dr. McCarthy is so upset about the situa- 
tion that he has placed green lights over all 
stairway exits in his government building. 
“Everywhere else,” he says, “they use red 
lights. That means ‘Stop! Beware! Don’t 
walk!’ So nobody uses his legs."” McCarthy 
has been on the fourth floor of the building 
for years and has never used the elevators. 
He admits his legs get tired, but attributes 
that to age rather than stairways with green 
lights 

If the American leg becomes obsolete, we 
are in trouble. Think what it would do to the 
musical comedy business! To say nothing of 
the people who wear garters—-or, for that 
matter, the people who don’t. What’s more, 
the thing could get worse. If the leg goes, 
who’s going to stand up for feet? The foot 
is a whole industry in itself, what with shoe 
strings, chiropodists, footstools, and carpets. 
Who’s going to buy rugs if there aren’t any 
feet left to walk on them? 

If you listen to Dr. McCarthy, the govern- 
ment is at fault. It spends billions to build 
highways to accommodate the sitting-down 
part of your body, but won’t put up a nickel 
for sidewalks or footpaths. You not only 
can’t find a place to walk along a modern 
highway, you have to wait 20 minutes;before 
you can cross one. 

What’s to be done”? Well, if you’re steamed 
up over the problem, Doc McCarthy advises 
you to cool off by walking around the block 
twice. Another idea is to form walk pools. 
Every working day, you leave one member 
home to wash the car while the rest walk to 
work.
